DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9-10 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the prior art 
Shirakawa (US 2003/01 17501 ) teaches a digital camera with two lenses and sensors 
which overlay the images captured by the two cameras. Sato et al. (US 2004/0048633) 
teaches an image capturing device where both the person who is taking a picture using 
a camera and the person who get his picture taken can check the captured image 
simultaneously using the display on either side. However, the prior art does not teach a 
camera and display on each side of the body where both sides can simultaneously 
capture and see images from both cameras. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
